Nnw Yobs, J an 10 — Specials from Wash- 
ington to the morning papers state that 
the members of the Van Wyek investiga- 
ting oommittee have been to Boston, New 
York and Philadelphia, sharply looking 
into the ways unpatriotic men have of 
making money out of the Government in its 
dealing with rebellion. To the shameful 
developments already published, they will 
add enough to inflame the disposition which 
now exists in Congress to punish with dftAtb 
frauds committed on the Government in 
time af war. 

The Judiciary Committee this morning 
authorised the Chairman to report areeolu* 
tion expelling the two Missouri Senators, 
Polk and Johnson. 

The Colonel of a regiment stationed at Ii 1 - 
ton Head, who came up on the Vanderbilt, 
now here, says he haa no doubt of his abil- 
ity to take Charleston with his single regi- 
ment, so great is the Southern panic. 
House* in the interior are known to have 
been abandoned by their owners and left in 
tbe name condition an the Beaufort residences 
were found In. 

I On Monday night a cennoil was held at 
the Capital between alt the members of the 
Cabinet and the war investigating com- 
mittee, which lasted three hour*. The 
propriety of silence, as to the debate aad 
conclusions it was brought to, is obvious. 

It is rumored that a cabinet officer whose 
life has been spent in courts of law, led the 
demand for immediate battle, and that the 
counsel for delay earns from the heretofore 
belligerent members of the Administration. 

On Wednesday morning, several hours 
before daylight, the Freeborn, Island Bell 
and Satellite, under the direetion of Lieut. 
Magaw, commanding the lower department 
of the Potomac flotilla, shelled the encamp- 
ment of a whole iegiment near Feak's 
Landing. Just about day break, on their 
return to Liverpool point, they ran within 
about three-fonrths of a mile of the Aequia 
Creek battery, and threw in some thirty or 
forty shells, with what effeot is not 
known. The rebels, strange to say, made 
as reply. 

St Lavis. Jan. 10 — The Cairo corres- 
pondent of the Republican telegraphs that 
the great expedition is ready to ttart. Ail 
the soldiers and most of their wagons have 
embarked on steamers, which will leave as 
soca as the dense fog which overhangs 
the river, is dispelled. The troops 
are in the highest spirits and impatient to 
be off. The fleet will ascend the Tennessee 
river for some distanee, but the final desti- 
nation of the expedition is not known. A 
considerable body of cavalry will start, at 
the same time, from Bird’s Point, and pro* 
seed through Kentucky, joining the main 
army at their peiat of debatkatioa on the 
Tennessee river.

Resolutions of the Indiana Democratic 
Convention. 

Mr. Chapman, from Committee, roperted 
the following 

RESOLUTIONS. 

Whbbkas, The Democratic party having, 
from the date of its organization, been in 
favor of the maintenance of the Union and 
the preservation of the Constitution, and 
seeing in the present condition of the coun- 
try the deplorable effects of a departure 
from its time honored and conservative 
principles, and the triumph of sectionalism; 
and firmly believing that the Union and the 
Constitution can be preserved alone by the 
restoration of that party to power, we 
invite all true Union men throughout the 
land to unite with us in sustaining its or- 
ganization and carrying out its principles: 
therefore 

Resolved, 1. That we reaffirm and in- 
dorse the political principles that from lime 
ts time have been put forth by the National 
Conventions of the Democratic party. 

2. That we are unalterably attached to 
the Constitution, by which the Union of 
these 8i&tes was formed and established; 1 
and that a faithful observance of its prin- 
ciples oan alone oontinue the existence of 
the Union, and the permanent happiness of 
the people. 

3 That the present civil war has mainly 
resulted from the long-continued, unwise, 
and fanatical agitation, in the North, of the 
question of domestio slavery, the conse- 
quent organization of a geographical party, 
guided bjjthe seotional platforms adopted at 
Buffalo, Pittsburg, Philadelphia and Chi- 
cago, and the development thereby of seo- 
tional hate and jealousy, producing (as had 
long been foreseen and predicted by us) its 
counterpart in the South of Secession, Dis- 
union, and armed resistance to the General 
Government, and terminating in a bloody 
strife between those who should have been 
forever bound together by fraternal bonds, 
thus bringing upon the whole oouutry a 
oalamity which we are now to meet as loyal 
oitizens, striving for the adopticn of that 
mode of settlement best calculated to again 
restore union and harmony. 

4. That in rejecting ail propositions likely 
to result in a satisfactory adjustment of the 
matters in dispute between the North and 
the South, and especially those measures 
which would have seoured the border slave 
States to the Union, and a hearty co opera 
tion on their part in ail constitutional and 
legal measures to prooure a return of the 
more southern States to their allegianoe, 
the Republican party assumed a fearful 
responsibility, and noted in total disregard 
of the best interests of the whole country. 

5 That if the party in power had Bhowu 



when the judiciary is in full opera- 
tion,” is sound, if the person arrested is 
regarded as a criminal; but we are not so 
cure that a noisy, clamorous partisan of an 
enemy, in a position to do incalculable 
misehief to the cause ef his oountry, may 
not be held as a prisoner of war, as well as 
a soldier taken with arms in his hands. He 
often doos infinitely more evil than a whole 
regiment in the opposing army. So liberty 
of speech and of the press are amongst the 
most sacred rights; but when a writer or 
publisher, in tbe face of hostile amiss, 
undertakes to stir op enemies, and oreate 
civil feuds, and promote the oauee of rebel- 
lion, he abases that liberty whieh is sacred 
in all free governments. Practioally, lib- ' 
erty to that extent has never been tolerated 
in this world of ours, and never will bo; 
and the notion of protecting that liberty -to 
such an extent is utopian. Self-preserva- 
tion, which is the first law of nature, for 
bids it. In the South the liberty of speeoh 
and of the press on one subject is restrained 
within what public opinion fixes as wise 
limits: and we are bound to do it. The ( 
status of the negro with us is a fixed foot. 
In Kentucky, in 1849, when the subjeet was 
discussed without restriction, it was recog- 
nized as legitimately before our people. The 
verdict wae rendered, and the matter closed 
op, and there it must remain until the pco- 
Kentucky choose to reopen it. 

Wherever the institution of slavery ex- 
ists, prudent statesmanship, and even the i 
happiness ef a community, forbid an eternal 
agitation. 

We mention this to illustrate a point, and 
that Vs, that there are always some fixed 
paint in any government that public safety 
requires should not be agitated. The Con- 
federate Stales have fixed on their inde 
pendence as an undebetable point, and 
they silence all debate inside of those States 
on that issue. 

Tbe preservation ef the Union is an issue 
made upon the other side. It is a contest 
of arms, not of words. It need not surprise 
us if this liberty is restrained: and we msy 
blame those who brought about this Btate of 
things; who got up such an issue. 

The Abolitionists get their just dues in 
these resolutions, but the Confeds are lot off I 
easier. 

Notwithstanding the nefarious conduct of i 
the anti slavery party, they had aoocm- 
plished nothing, except to steal a few 
negroes, and that not from those States that 
started secession. The South bad nothing 1 
to fear; and the pioneers in this rebellion 
knew it. They wanted office; that was the 
right they went to war for. Rule or ruin , 
was iheir policy. Tbe Abolitionists far- , 
nishod them ihs means of stirring np hats 1 
toward the North in the South; but it was 
not the cause of tbe movement. Some of 
them honestly admit i*. “You me? talk 
about slavery,” said Rhett, '‘but don’t put 
it into the documents that are to go into his- 
tory: for it is not true.” 

Indeed, if these men could have held 
power. Abolitionists could have said and 
done what they pleased, and this would still 
have been a glorious Unisn. 

The people South, however, ought to be 
assured by this Convention that they have 
friends t* the North who will do them fall 
justioe; who have no sympathies with Abo- 
litionism, or any toleration of it. We be- 
lieve they are n majority of the North to- 
day in nearly every State; and nothing but 
party bitterness will prevent a combination 
of the conservative men in that region. Let 
all aid in the cause who have the same end 
in view. , 

It is a truth, as certain as that of holy 1 
writ, that the Republican programme, as it 1 
is interpreted by the Abolition wing of that 
party, can not be carried out in this ooun- 
try. This rebellion will last forever under 
sueh a programme. 

The oontost must bo sottlod at last by a 
National Convention, where the States 
•hall meet at equals; but at present the 
Confeds spurn a Convention. They frill 
listen to no euch ovsrtnre: and until the 
power of their present leaders is broken, 
there oan be no hope of a Convention. 
Their issue — a division of the Union and 
no compromise — can never be acoepted. It 
would be fatal to both eeotions of the

If holders of Confederate bonds were to be 
found anywhere else than within the limits 
of the Confederate States there would bo 
some propriety in paying the interest due 
to them in specie; but as ths holders of 
these debentures all reside within the con- 
fines of the Confederacy, and all can use 
the currency of the Government and banks 
just as advantageously as the great body of 



State. 

3. It is known that strenuous efforts have 
been made by very influential Union men 
of Kentucky, to bring snoh influences to 
bear upon the Administration, as would 
secure the unconditional release of Mr. 
Morehead; and that all %uch efforts have 
hitherto failed. This state of the oase is 
liable to t*w very opposite interpretations; 
one, that l^r. Morehead is the violim of a 
perfidious and i 1 legal persecution ; the 
other, that Mr. Morehead has committed 
himself in a manner that the Administration 
dare not release him, even at the vehement 
solicitations of its own friends — unless he 
will purge himself ou oath — which, it is 
understood^ he declines to do. 

4. What is said both by yourself and your 
correspondent concerning two terms of the 
Federal Court having passed over, and what 
he may mean by the quotations he makes 
from the Kentucky Bill of Rights and the 
Federal Constitutiou, I confess I do not ap- 
preciate — unless you both mean that “mili- 
tary prisons” are in all oases illegal, mil- 
itary deteution in all cases unconstitutional, 
and arrests always and for all sorts of of- 
fenses worthy cf public indignation, unless 
the alleged culprit is informed of the offenses 
charged speedily, and brought before a civil 
tribunal by the second term after his arrest. 
If this is what you mean, we had as well 
give up any farther attempts to conquer so- 
cessionists in arms, or to proteot ourselves 
or the State against the spies, informers, and 
conspirators who infest the oountry. Nei 
ther law, oomtuon sense, justice, nor the 
publio safety will endure that. 

I do not desire to make Mr. Morehead’ g 
oase appear to be any worse than, upon 
examination, it may turn out to be. I do 
not know, personally, any mere about it 
than every one may know. I should not 
have felt any penonal disquietude or regret 
if he had never been arrested — or if he had 
been unconditionally released on the private 
application of his friends. I do not know 
why, or how, or where ho was arrested. 
But everybody who cares to know may 
easily know that his case is far from being 
one in which arrest and detention demand 
the indignant rebuke of tbe Government — or 
the peculiar sympathy of men who have 
taken their lives in their hands and are 
ready to lay them down in upholding the 
Union and preserving the country from con- 
quest by traitors. Kentucky haB a heavy 
account agaipst Mr. Morehead. 

I do not intend any disrespect, oither to 
you or your-correspondent, any more than 
I cherish any unkindness, personally, to 
Mr. Morehead. But I do believe that if the 
General Government had arrested, yea, and 
had punished, scores of men in Kentnoky, 
about the time it oaused the arrest of Mr. 
Morehead — and of about his elevated posi- 
tion — we should have been a hundred fold 
better off to-day. I believe, further, that 
the arrest and detention in a “ military pris- 
on" even, of fifty men that might be named 
in fifty miles of your offioe, at this time, 
would prevent one thousand times more 
evil than it would inflict. What misery 
would have been averted, if a dozen men in 
Fayette county, — or all ths dinner party in 
-had been arrest- 



their opponents ff 3d immediately. Four 
Union soldiers were killed and ten wound, 
ed. None of the rebels are known to have 
been hurt. The Federal cavalry pureued 
unsuccessfully, while the infantry encamp- 
ed on the spot, and returned next morning. 
The killed belonged to the Tenth Iowa. 

Curious — E ght years ago the wife of 
John Lawbongk, of Pink Prairie, in this 
county, died, and was buried in Lhiat place. 
A short time aicoe it became desirab.e to 
take up and remove the remains of Mrs. 
L., and last wedk Mr. D. L. Smith, of this 
place, was employed to perform the labor. 
The gravc^was opened, and the coffin, which 
was in a Btate of perfeot preservation, was 
removed ; but, before depositing it in the 
new place, it was concluded to open it, 
espeoially as it appeared uncommonly 
heavy. It was therefore opened, and the 
body of Mrs. L. was found to be perfectly 
petrified — every part being as full and fair 
as on the day of her burial, eight years ago, 
except the lower part of the face and the 
hands, whioh were partially deoayed. Her 
limbs, breaat, and every part, with the above 
exceptions, were solid stone, and as fair an 4 
perfeot as when she died. The soil of the 
grave was olay, and possessed no peculiar- 
ities that were disoernible. This is an un- 
common case, and, withal, a curious one. 
We get these facts from Mr. Smith, the 
sexton . — Gennessee {LUt ) Republican.

Britain, we confidently believe that peaoe 
and harmony would now reiga throughout 
all our borders. 

6. That the maintenance of the Union 
upon the principles of the Federal Consti- 
tution should bo the controlling object of 
all who profess loyalty to the Government 
— and in our judgment this purpose can 
only be accomplished by the asoendenoy of 
a Union party in the Southern States, whioh 
shall, by a counter revolution, displaoe 
those who oontrol and direot the present 
rebellion. That no effort to create or 
sustain suoh a party oan be successful whioh 
is not based upon a definite settlement of 
the questions at issue between the two 
sections; aad we therefore demand that 
some suoh settlement be made by additional 
constitutional guaranty, either initiated by 
act of Congress or through the medium of a 
National Convention. 

7. That the Republican party has fully 
demonstrated its inability to conduct 
the Government through Us present diffi- 
culties 

8. That we are utterly opposed to the 
twin heresies, Northern sectionalism and 
Southern secession, as inimioal to the Con- 
stitution; and that freemen, as they valuo 
the boon of oivil liberty and the peace of 
the oountry, should frown indignantly upon 
them. 

9. That in this national emergency, the 
Democracy of Indiana, banishing all feeling 
of passion and resentment, will reoollcot 
only their duty to the whole oountry; that 
this war should not be waged in the spirit 
of conquest or subjugation, nor for the 
purpose of overthrowing or interfering with 
the rights or institutions of the States, but 
to defend and maintain the supremacy of the 
Constitution, and to preserve the Union with 
all the dignity, equality and rights of the 
several States unimpaired; and that as soon 
as these objects are accomplished the war 
ought to cease.

our unqualified condemnation. _ 

12. That the total disregard of the writ 
of habeas corpus by the authorities over us, 
and the seizure and imprisonment of the 
oitizenB of loyal States where the judiciary 
is in full operation, without warrant or law, 
and without assigning any oause or giving 
to the party arrested any opportunity of 
defense, are flagrant violations of the Con- 
stitution and most alarming aots of usur-

It is probably a 
new way of promoting offioere, discovered 
and adopted by our knowing ones. We may 
consider ourselves kighiy honored, having 
been promoted twice since coming into the 
service — from Third to Sixth, and from 
Sixth to Seventh.

The Stevens Battery. 

THE EXPERIMENTS AT HUBOK.BN. 

The experiments with tLe Stevens battery 
were oontinned this afternoon. The results 
were as follows: 

The first gun fired from the battery was 
loaded by steam power. The ball, weigh- 
ing one hundred and twenty pounds, struok 
the floating iron target whioh had been eta- 
tioned in the North river, near Hobeken, 
and bounded off, rioooheting for a distanee 
of kalf a mile np the river, it was reported 
that the ball split the target. 

The litUe model steamer Naugatuck 
(whioh we have already described), was then 
exhibited. Her screw propeller turned her 
around with great facility, the vessel rotat- 
ing as if hung upon a pivot. The operation 
was performed very rapidly,

The Secretary has now to state that 
measures have been taken to ascertain who 
is responsible. 

On motion of Mr. Washbnrne, the com- 
munication was referred to tke joint oom- 
mittee on tke conduct of the war. 

On motion of Mr. Blake, a resolution wts 
adopted calling for the number of paymas- 
ters in the army, and information as to how 
many are neoessary. He remarked that 
there was a large number of paymasters 
without duties, and that many of them are 
inoompetent. Hie desire was that they 
Bhonld be dismissed. 

The House resumed the consideration of 
the civil appropriation bill. 

Chicago, Jan. 10 . — Special to Earning 
Journal , Cairo, lOtA — The expedition has 
commenced moving. A large portion ofi 
the foroe has already gone down the river. 
It is under convoy of gun boats. The ex- 
pedition will probably land at Jefferson, 
five miles below Bird’s Point. The remain- 
der of the expedition is being rapidly em- 
barked, and will sail by to morrow.

The forces from St. Louis, whioh have been 
detained in the river in eonsequenoe of a 
steamer bloeking up the channel, will arrive 
to morrow morning. 

Chicago Tmet' Special , Cairo, \0th —The 
advanoe of tha expedition, composed of 
MoGlernand’s brigade, landed eight miles 
down the Mississippi, at the month of May- 
field creek, Keatuoky side, where tents are 
pitched for ths night. 

General Grant and staff went down daring 
the afternoon, and returned at dark.

A dispatch dated Mobile, 8d, says yester- 
day the guns at Fort Piokens opened on a 
Confederate steamer, when the Pensaoola 
guns returned the fire.

and had resigned hia plaoe in the 8enate. 

Mr. Lane said it was not true that he 
wanted any delay. It was not true that he 
had written hia resignation to the Kansas 
Legislature. It was not true that he had 
aooepted a Brigadier Generalship. He 
(Lane) had no feeling against the contestant 
(Mr. Stanton) except that whioh arose from 
his attempt to declare his (Lane's) seat, 
vacant, four days after he took it. 

Mr. Trumbull moved to take up the ra 
port of the Judioiary Committee that Waldo 
P. Johnson be expelled from the Senate. 

Mr. Bayard said that the evidenoe in the 
oase satisfied him that Mr. Johnson had left 
the United States and gone to the Confed- 
erate 8tates, and he (Bayard) oould have 
no hesitation in giving his vote to expel 
him. 

Mr. Powell said that he should also vote 
for Mr. Johnson’s expulsion. 

On motion of Mr. Ten Eyck, the resolu- 
tion reported baok from the Judiciary 
Committee that Trusten Polk be expelled 
from the Senate was taken up. The reso- 
lution was adopted — yeas 36, nays 0. 

Mr. Trumbull offered a resolution, whioh 
was adopted, that tn* Senate transmit a 
oopy of the resolutions expelling Messrs. 
Johnson and Polk f^>tn tha Senate, to th« 
Governor of Misaour 1 

Mr. Urimes moved t° ta ^ e up the bill in 
reg&ru t*» ik a a d m jni3lra'ion of criminal 
justice in the DiBu^t of Columbia. The 
bill provides that parsons confined in the 
District jail prior to the last term of the 
oriainal court be set free, if no indiotment 
be found against them. 

Mr. Powell offered, as an amendment, to 
except fugitive slaves. He said the bill, as 
it stood, would, at the end of every criminal 
court, liberate all the fugitive slaves who 
happen te be there. 

Mr. Grimes referred to the case of a free 
colored boy, who was oonfiaed in the jail 
thirteen months on a charge of being a 
runaway, whioh was no oause at all. He 
wanted such persons freed. 

On motion of Mr. Pearoe, the bill was 
postponed and madt the special order for 
Tuesday. 

The bill providing for the building of 
twenty mail olad guaboats, was postponed 
until an answer could be had from the Sec- 
retary of the Navy relative to the resolution 
offered yesterday. 

On motion of Mr. B»yard, the motion to 
refer the credentials of Benjamin Stark, of 
Oregon, was taken up. 

Mr. Bayard contended that it was not in 
aooordanoe with the constitution to refuse 
to allow the Senator to take the oath of 
offioe. The qualification of the Senator was 
left entirely to his 8iate, and it was not in 
the power of the Senate to refuse to allow 
him to take the oath. The Senate oould not 
rejeot an idiot or a man oonvioted of a 
orime. • He was properly sent here by his 
State. Suoh a person has a right to be 
sworn in as a member of this body. Then 
the Senate would have power to punish him 
as a member, or expel him for sufficient 
oause. Mr. Bayard elaimed that there were 
no preoedents as regards this oase. This 
would be a very dangerous preoedeut to 
establish — that of refusing credentials. 

Mr. Sumner remarked that the constitu- 
tion said that each House should be the 
jadge of the qualifications of its own mem- 
bers. Does the Senator from Delaware 
claim that the Senate cannot ooneider loy- 
alty as a qualification? 

Mr. Sumner olaimed that there were pre 
oedente. He referred to the oase of Philip 
Barton, of Kentucky, in the 10th Congress, 
who was said to be in the pay of England, 
and the House made his loyalty the ques^ 
lion of qualification. 

Mr. Bayard thought that the oase was not 
a parallel one, and referred to the words 
uttered by a member of the House during 
the Mexican war, when he hoped that our 
troops would be welcomed by the Mexioans 
with bloody hands to hospitable graves. He 
did not consider the man disloyal for that 
speech, and would not condemn a man for 
declarations uttered in the heat of debate. 

Mr. Collamer said there was no doubt that 
this resolution was without preoedent, and 
aooording to general usage, we should allow 
the applicant to take the oath. He wonld 
have the question of loyalty settled, and

The Florida Legislature has elected A. E. 
Maxwell and J. M. Baker to the Confederate 
8enate. 

Madison, Wib., Jan. 10 —The Legislature 
convened yestesday. Governor Harvey’s 
message first alludes to looal matters, and 
the healthy fiaanoial condition of the State. 
In reference to the war tax to be levied, he 
says the loyal peeple of Wisoonein do not 
value property or life itself against the 
existence af a government whioh has so 
long blessed and protected them in both. 
He reoommends an eoonomioal administra- 
tion to meet the tax. He reoommeods the 
introduotion of military taotics and drill 
in publio sohools, strongly urges a memorial 
to Congress for an armory and naval and 
arsenal depot near Milwaukee. Its oapa 
cions harbor of water power, cheapness o* 
ship material and aooeeaible positien ren- 
dering it the best point on the lakes. 

AUading to the rebellion an 1 the rebels, 
he says: Surely a few lessons more will 
teach ub, if, inceed, we be not already 
taught, to understand what treason means 
— to regard these rebels with that horrid 
aversion, in which the royalist holds the 
regicide. They are the attempted regicidee 
of the best government under heaven The 
contest must oome to be fought on the prin- 
ciple that the protection of the Union alone 
gives eacredness to soil and institutions. 
No soil, person, or any species of property 
have any saorednees or claims to regard, 
outside of tbe Constitution and in rebellion 
against the laws. Moreover, the interest 
whioh plotters for a Southern monarchy 
have played upon to alarm and unite their 
•eotion, until that whole people have gone 
mad upon it Conservatism, or poltiios, 
oannot now save from the doom whioh 
awaits it. Whether it finds its fate in the 
struggle, or dies lingering of its wounds, is 
yet in the order of Provtdenoe/ and not to 
be direoted by our impatienoe. 

Nsw York, Jan. 10 — The Oriental from 
Port Royal, brings intelligence that twelve 
vessels were awaiting storage for their car- 
goes at Port Royal, and new Btore houses 
were to be immediately oonetruoted. Our 
foroes at Tybee have been increased some 
8,000 from Port Royal. 

Fort Pulaski kept firing and one man 
had been killed. A skirmish took plaoe 
between apart of Gen. Sherman’s foroe on 
the main land, on the 6th, re6ultiog in n 
serious loss to the rebels, besides seven 
prisoners. Commodore Dupont had sent 
350 men to reinforce General Sherman, ,to 
make oetive operations on the ralroad be- 
tween Savannah and Charleston, and had 
saverety oensured Gen. Sherman for want 
of ootivity. Reinforeemente are daily 
arriving at Port Royal, and all of the troops 
are in good health and aager for a fight 
Progress is being made in the collection of 
cotton, and negroes are continually arriving. 

St. Louis, Jan. 11. — Gen Palmer tele- 
graphs to Gen. Halleok from Otterville that 
on the 8th Majors Terrenoe and Habbard, 
with 450 troops, ottooked the notorious 
rebel Poindexter, with from 1,000 to 1,300 
men, on Silver oreek, Howard oo., totally 
routing them with a loss of 7 left on the 
field, 60 to 75 wounded and 30 prison era. 
Many were carried off Our loss woe 4 
killed. The rebels’ oamp was destroyed. 

A large number of horses and arms were 
taken. A heavy fog alone saved them from 
complete destruction. 

The Union Merchants’ Exchange organ- 
ised to«day; 150 firms entered their names 
as members. 

8t. Paul, Minn., January 9 — Governor 
Ramsay was inducted to day into his second 
term of offioe. Hie message shows a pros- 
perous eondition of State ftnanoos. Min- 
nesota has raised four full regimonte of in- 
fantry, throe companies of oavolry and one 
of artillery, numbering 4,400 men- A fifth 
regiment is forming. This State now sends 
to proteet the Union a greater number than 
her whole population in 1850. Tho Gover- 
nor reoommends military traiaing in eohools 
and in oonolusion says, “all whioh the laws 
of war and of self preservation warrant 
must be made to full upon the orimes of tho 
orimiuals of tho infamous rebellion, even if 
noooosary, to tho extiuotion of human 
siavory. 

St. Johns, N. F., Jan. 10. — Tho oxoite- 
ment at Carbonear is intense and inoreas- ! 
ing. Several etoroo wore broken into loot 
night and arose and ammunition abstracted. 
Reinforcements are still arriving. U is 
doubtful if ths military will be able to pre- 
vent a oollition muoh longer.
